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SOCIAL SECURITY TIPS 
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One of the primary jobs of the Social Security Administration is to 
keep you informed about your rights and responsibilities under the 
Social Security Law. 

To facilitate this, social security adapted the phrase, "Inquire be- 
fore you Retire", and this is just what they want you to do. It can . 
prove invaluable for you to check with social security before you are 
ready to apply for benefits, and to get information about what will be 
needed when the time comes to retire. 

The people in your social security office provide the same sort of 
help for Medicare matters as for other parts of social security. For 
example, if you need help in filing your first claim under Medical In- 
surance for reimbursement of doctor bills that have been paid, you 
can stop at your office for assistance. Trained specialists will help 
you make sure all items on your application are completed correctly, 
see that receipted bills are in order, and help you forward the neces- 
sary papers to the proper address. 


If you are nearing age 65, you should inquire in advance about 
Medicare coverage. You don't have to retire to get Medicare, but if 
you don't sigh up for the medical insurance part of Medicare in the 
3-mpnth period before you are 65, your protection may be delayed.

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FROM THE OTHER SIDE OF THE TRACKS 
BY julius lester 


The revolutionary is an idealist and a prag- 
matist. His motivation for being a revolution- 
ary is, in the end, the ideal of creating "the 
new man," He recognizes, however that "the 
new man" is not born, wholly formed, from the 
revolution, That "new man" is created by - 
some blood, a lot of tears and constant sweat, 
The creation of this ideal demands that the 
revolutionary do whatever may be necessary. 
Sometimes it is necessary to proceed with mil. 
itancy, Other times it is necessary to pro - 
ceed with caution, And sometimes, it is nec- 
essary to pause and see where you've bean so 
you can better go where you want to go. 

The time to pause has come. In eight years 
the black movement has come from nonviolent 
sit-ins to talk of urban guerrilla warfare, That 
is a lot of ground to cover in such a short per- 
iod of time. (And everybody hasn't covered 
the same ground.) During the past eight years 
mistakes have been made, Mistakes are un- 
avoidable, but they aren't fatal if they are 
brought to light, examined and the weaknesses 
which creatéd them destroyed, 

One of the major weaknesses of the radical 
black movement for the past year or so has 
been its use of militant rhetoric, To talk mil- 
itantly and to act militantly is not necessarily 
revolutionary, Sometimes what is called mil- 
itancy may endanger the revolution more than 
help it. Militant rhetoric which cannot be sup: 
ported by militant action is misleading and dis- 
honest, It brings forth expectations from the 
people which cannot be fulfilled, At the same 
time, it can unite the enemy and force him to 
unleash his power before you are capable of 
dealing with it, 

Militant rhetoric has its place, In the init- 
ial stages, it is invaluable as an awakener of 
the people. The enunciation of the concept of 
Black Power did just that. However, militant 
rhetoric is always a dangerous tool, for it can 


so quickly and so easily begin to devour all 
who use it and all who listen. It feels so good 
when it comes from the tongue and it sounds 
so good as it enters the ear. If used without 
discretion, it can become a thing to be loved 
for itself, Thus, because of their militant 
rhetoric and personal charisma, some radical 
black leaders have become "happenings, "' not 
revolutionaries. 

To call whites "à bunch of honkies" does 
not necessarily reflect revolutionary under- 
standing. To say that "black is beautiful" 
(and undeniably it is) says little, because 
blackness is not sufficient for revolutionary 
purposes, (Hurbert Humphrey told an audi- 
ence several weeks ago that he was a "'soul 
brother. '' Undoubtedly, sometime during 
his campaign, Hubert will find it expedient to 
extoll the virtues of blackness. ) 

The militant rhetoric of the radical black 
movement has had a profound effect on the 
black community...However, the militancy 
of this rhetoric was mistakenly called "revo- 
lutionary.'' It was not. It did however, help

Republic of New Africa 
To Organize Black Legion 


Heavy priority will be 
given to building a strong, 
disciplined Black Legion in 
America —-a black army to 
fight for black rights- .ac- 
cording to officials of the Re- 
public of New Africa. 


The announcement followed 
a round of secret and non- 
secret conferences among 
New African officials, includ- 
ing a meeting abroad, in Dai 
Es-Salaam, Tanzania, East 
Africa, between the Re. 
public’s exiled President Rob- 
ert F. (“Negroes With 
Guns”) Williams, First Vice- 
President Milton R. Henry, of 
Pontiac, and other U.S.-based 
New African officials. 


Brother Imari, New 
African minister of informa- 
tion and one of those who 
met with President Williams 
in Africa, said the decision to 
Speedup creation of a combat- 
ready Black Legion was 
based in part on “the failure 
of-the United States govern- 
ment to date to indicate a 
willingness to talk about New 
Africa’s claim to independent 
land in the South and a 
money settlement — repara- 
tions—for the centuries-long 
suffering black people.” 


Brother Imar, author of 
the Malcolm X Society’s 
book, "War In America," 
which helped lead to forma. 
tion of the separatist Re- 
public of. New Africa last 
March, delivered a diplomatic 
note to the office of U.S. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
on May 29, requesting talks. 


“Although two of the sec- 
retary's special assistants re- 
ceived the note," Imari said, 
"and promised to deliver it 
to him when he returned to 
work from his sick bed, we 
have heard nothing from him 
to date. It is true that there 
has been one private contact 
with a high U.S. official that 
holds some promise. But, in 
general the prospect that 


black people can win our just 
demands through negotiation 
rather than conflict is not, at 
the present time, good." 

The Republic of New Africa 
lays claim to Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georgia, South 
Carolina, and those sections 
Of big citles in the North and 
West where black people are 
the dominant population. The 
republic refers to these as 
"subjugated areas" — sub- 
Jugated by the United States 
and to be freed by New 
Africa “by any means neces- 
sary.” 

New Africa also claims 
that black people are entitled 
to a money settlement for 
the damage done them dur. 
ing and after slavery. One 
official placed this amount at 
“over 200 billion dollars or 
$10,000 per person.” But 
Deputy Minister of State and 
Foreign Affairs Wilbur Grat- 
tan Sr., stressed that “both 
the amount of land and 
money are under study by 
my ministry and we will 
make an official statement 
at an appropriate moment.” 

Creation of the Black Le. 
gion was the main subject of 
a Universal Military Training 
Act passed by the republic’s 
National Council of Repre- 
sentatives (the "Congress") 
in its first legislative session 
held in Chicago May 30— 
June 1. 

Other acts included an in- 
come fax measure, a bond 
issue to finance a new city 
to be built in Mississippi and 
an appropriations measure to 
support, among other things, 


a special vote among black 


people in subjugated areas in 
America and a government 
printing plant. 

"The vote among black peo- 
ple,” according to Brother 
Imari, "is the main vehicle 
on which our program to 
free the subjugated areas 
will move between now and 
the end of October, 


"We claim we. speak for 
three million black people at 
the present time, and we are 
not afraid to go to the polls 
and prove it. But we, not the 
white power structure, will 
conduct the vote, and we ex. 
pect United Nations coopera- 
tion in doing so." 


The New African cabinet 
met in Detroit Sunday to de- 
tall plans for the vote. The 
cabinet also detailed plans for 
a farreaching foreign aid 
program to Africa called for 
by President Williams. Min- 
ister of Finance Raymond 
Willis, of Detroit, was named 


to "evaluate, program and 


manage" the effort.

ficers are: Betty Shabbazz, 
widow of Brother Malcolm 
X, 2nd vice-president; Obaboa 
Alowo, of Los Angeles, treas- 
urer; Rap Brown, minister of 
defense; Meusi Chui, of Day- 
ton, deputy minister of de.

Not only are they yoked by exorbitant costs, 
but also they are forever exploiged through pho 
ney credit charges and consistently plagued by 
poor quality. The rationale which allows for 
this situation, of course, is that the poor don't 
know any better: they don't know when they're 
being overcharged; they don't know that the in- 
terest on a particular installment plan is rid- 
iculously high; they don't know that the "new" 


refrigerator that they buy is actually a second- 


hand reject, But the poor DO know, What the 
retailer doesn't realize is that the profits he 
makes today by cheating the poor will have to 
go toward repairs for a burned out showroom 
or replacements for a looted grocery store. 
For the exploitation of people in poverty can 


only result in violent action in reprisal of years | 
of misery. The merchant who indulges in frau- © 


dulent practices is only aggrandizing the frust- 
ration of the poor and encouraging violence, 
The extent and seriousness of the situation 
is examined in this 1967 National Educational 
Television production. It is not a film that 


. deals with theory or speculation, Every point 


is supported by fact--eyewitness accounts, gov- 
ernment-sponsored studies, etc, Recent re- 
search, for example, proved that, by compar- 
ing the quality of merchandise in suburban sup- 
ermarkets to the quality of merchandise inghet- 
to supermarkets, the poor must settle for me- 
ats and vegetables which are rejected by stores 
in affluent neighborhoods. In effect, the ghetto 
stores become the dumping ground for second 
and third-rate merchandise. Another study 


showed that in ghetto food stores the prices 
were mysteriously higher on days when welfare 
checks were issued. These blatantly dishonest 
practices are, of course, denied by the stores 
management. But they still exist. -

The revolutionary's concern is not to sound 
or be militant. (A militant is not necessarily 
a revolutionary.) His concern is to be realis- 
tic, The revolutionary is very careful not to: 
do anything that would call for a confrontation 
between him and the enemy as long as he know 
he can't win that confrontation, The revolu- 
tionary does nothing that will only serve to u- 
nite the enemy against him, The longer he 
can keep the conservatives and liberals(both 
enemies) fighting each other, the more time 
he has to get his thing together. It is worth 
quoting Fidel, as he talks about why the Cuban 
revolutionarys did not announce a radical pro- 
gram when they first went to the mountains... 
"to have stated a radical program at that mo- 
ment would have resulted in aligning against 
the revolution all the most reactionary forces, 
which were then divided, It would have caus- 
ed the formation of a solid front among the ` 
North American imperialists, Batista and the 
ruling classes. They would have called finally 
upon the troops of the United States to occupy 
the country. '' Given the means of the Cuban 
Rebel Army at that time, this would have 
spelled almost certain defeat or at least a 
much longer and bloodier struggle. 

Given the lack of organization and means 
of the radical black movement, much of it 
stands in danger of being annihilated. At this 
point, there is not much that can be done to 
avoid that. But revolutions are not built ina 
week or in eight years. To quote Fidel once a 
gain: '" No one is born a revolutionary, A 
revolutionary is formed through a process... 
Ultimatelyk a revolutionary struggle is like a 
military war. You have to set for yourself 
only those goals that are attainable at a given 
moment, The fight depends on the correlation 
of forces, on a series of circumstances, and 
every revolutionary must propose for himself 
all the objectives that are possible within the 
correlationb of forces and within the circum- 


stances in which he acts, "

th to that revolutionary process, Part of that 
process is learning our faults, Learning ther 
we proceed to correct them, And having cor- 
rected them, we once again move forward,
